3. A rather peeullar sltuation appeared In ttoe protolem òf sutoordl- 
natlon of DEROTRA. Alttoongto ttoe sole stookbolder waB ttoe All- 
Dnlon Aasoolatlon of ttoe RSSR 011 Export Oompany, DERDI^A hes 
sntoordlnate to the All-Dnlon ABSoolatlon IranSovTranB ( In 1951 
reorganlzed and renamed SSSR Forelgn Shlpplng Gompany — Soyaz- 
VnestoTrans), loeated In Noseon on Smolensleaya PloBtaohad' . Appar- 
ently it was eonsldered nnettoleal for IranSovTranB , vtaleta iia,B 
effèetlngDERtJTRA stolpmentB on Sovlet terrltory and wa8 pald for 
ttols toy DERDTOA. to toe ttoe omier of BERIITRA at th** eaiè tlme. 


DERIJTRA had a nnmtoer of braneh offlees (leontora) In East Germany. 
They were of tno types: 

a. Marltlme offloes (morskiye) . There were three sneh offloes: 
Rostoek, Warnemlinde, and "Sctowerln. 

to. Interlor offlees ( sukhoputnyye ) . These were looated In 
Berlln, Dresden, Lelpzlg, Erfnrt, CottbuB, Hagdetonrg, and 
ehemnltz . 

All braneta offiees taad Sovlets In ttae posltlons of toranoto offloe 
direotor and otalef aoeonntant. All ottaer employees of the toranota 
offloes were aeraan. 


5. Untll 1951, wtaen a seoond sblpplng oompany (name unlmown) wa8 
organlzed in East Sermany ( ttais one witta German stoek) , DERSTRA 
was ttae only staipping oompany in East Germany; all shipments in 
East Oermany were handled toy BERIJTRA. Por the pnrpose of 
efflolent taandllng of Btaipments, goods were dlvided into three 
large eategories: 


a. USIQ stoipments. 

b. Shipments of the Sovlet Trade Nission in East Oermany. 

0 . All ottaer shlpmentB.
